WASHINGTON — A fast-moving Senate 
Republican effort to overhaul the tax code 
unexpectedly stalled Thursday evening over 
concerns about the federal deficit, leaving 
the GOP without a clear plan to pass the 
legislation. 

Senate leadership, who had hoped to vote 
to pass the $15 trillion tax bill by late 
Thursday night, instead sent lawmakers 
home and began to search for a new way to 
offset the cost of the legislation. They are 
looking to win the support of several 
senators, including Bob Corker, R-Tenn., 
who has led a small group of colleagues in 
demanding that the bill not drive up the 
nation’s debt.
